W ithout this justice cannot be ex­ 
pected anywhere. 
Benevolence arui 
ju stic e are inseparable. 
Benevolence is the doing- of things 
fo r other people w ithout expectation 
ot pay for the act. 
This kind of be­ 
nevolence is to give aw ay your goods 
to the poor. This kind of benevolence 
is also called charity. 
If charity is 
not the aim in any transaction, then 
it is also benevolence to lend your be­ 
longings to another w ithout pay and 
expect him to retu rn them as good as 
they were received. 
If things loaned are return ed in 
deteriorated value, then the borrow er 
should expect to pay a rental at least 
equivalent to the w ear and tear of 
the goods borrowed. 
T hat would be 
benevolence in both parties, but this 
would 
not 
be 
interest, 
or 
usury. 
It would only be retu rn in g dollar for 
dollar, thus making an honest deal. 
If you lend your goods or m oney 
to another and expect him to make 
equal retu rns plus an additional fee, 
then you are taking a profit called 
interest o r usury. 
That is not benev­ 
olence at all. 
That is profit taking, 
and you are censurable if you call 
it benevolence, because benevolence 
never allows you to expect more in 
return than you put out. 
The benevolent man is never one 
who expects a profit along with the 
retu rn of goods or money let out to 
another. 
Hence, it is the height of 
hypocrisy for a man to make claim 
to benevolence when he lends any­ 
thing and expects more in return 
than th at which he loans. 
Service 
does 
not 
come 
under 
the same head. 
Service is one thing, 
and goods and money is another, if 
a man gives his service to another, 
that is charity ju st like giving his 
goods, or money, is charity. 
If you give service of some kind 
and expect a return of an equal 
am ount of service, that is not charity 
nor benevolence either— th a t is ju st 
honest trade or barter. 
Justice always demands equal ser­ 
vice for service. 
It never dem ands 
you to retu rn more than yau receive. 
It never allows you to receive more 
i'ian you gave. 
If you say you are giving service 
to a man when you are lending him 
your money, then he is doing you an 
equal service when he returns your 
money, and is due you nothing more 
than just what you let him have. 
It does not m atter how badly he 
needed 
the money, or 
how much 
roods he received while he had the 
money, your service to him was only 
in letting him have the money, and 
justice only dem ands him to retu rn 
exactly 
the 
service and 
the goods 
which you let him have. 
It does not m atter how- badly he

If you are in b u sin g s aud sell a 
man a p l o w , then you have a right 
to demand more than the plow cost 
v ou in cash, because in delivering 
him the plow, you have also delivered 
to him a certain service in buying 
and handling and selling what the 
custom er needs.
